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Over 3000 people marched to 
celebrate International 
Women's Day and demand 
universal daycare, maternity 
leaves, abortion on. demand 
and legislation ending discri- 
mination against women. 

The demonstration was or- 
ganized by Quebec's three 
major unions, (CSN, FTQ, 
CEQ), but regrouped many citi- 
zen's committees and feminist 
associations such as SOS- 
Garderles, Action Travail des 
Femmes and Groupe féministe 
autonome. 

SOS Garderie circulated a 
petition among the demon- 
strators. The petition demands 
that the government end its 
policy of shutting down day- 
care centres in the province. 
SOS Garderie is struggling fora 
"network of free daycare con- 
trolled by parents." 

The demonstration ended in 
the St Louls-de-France church 
basement where a rally fol- 
lowed the march. Union repre- 
sentatives addressed the par- 
ticipants and stressed their 
scepticism towards the present 
government's policies regard- 
ing women. 

The PQ is guilty of a "lack of 
interest and Intervention" In the 
condition of women and pro- 
motes discrimination, accord- 
ing to the union spokespeople. 
The speakers claimed that "wo- 
men's liberation is intolerable 
to all bourgeois societies" and 



the representatives of the three 
unions chanted the demon- 
stration's slogan to the audi- 
ence: "Unies, Solidaires et 
Organisées". 

At the National Assembly 
Lise Payette, minister respon- 
sible for the Council on the 
Status of Women, spoke about 
the meaning of International 
Women's Day* She outlined the 
struggles and fights women 
waged and are still waging and 
hoped women will be "heard 
and listened to." 

In Ottawa Marc Lalonde, 
federal minister on the status 
of women, participated in a; 
small demonstration on Parlia- 
ment Hill. The demonstrators 
demanded rape crisis centres . 
and legal rights -for lesbians, 
and Amerindian women as well : 
as the legal recognition of 
International Women's Day. 

March 8, International 
Women's Day, has a long 
history dating back to 1857. 
That year, thousands of women 
garment workers In New York 
demonstrated to protest intol- 
erable working conditions, 
starvation wages and the 12 
hour day. 

Fifty years later, women in 
New York's garment trade 
demonstrated against their 
working conditions. To com- 
memorate these struggles, 
Clara Zetkin, a great German 
communist, proposed that 
March 8 be celebrated as 
International Women's Day. -

Papers go autonomous 



HALIFAX (CUP) — The Dal- 
housie University student 
council on March 5 unani- 
mously accepted a constitution 
for the Dalhousie Gazette 
which would allow the news- 
paper to incorporate as an in- 
dependent society after a cam- 
pus referendum.

GUELPH (CUP) - A confiden- 
tial report by the Ontario 
Universities Application Centre 
shows applications to Ontario 
universities down by an average, 
of 8 per cent, and the Ontario 
Federation of Students says 
government education and em- 
ployment policies, are directly 
to blame. 

Applications are down by as 
much as 27 per cent at some 
universities despite Increasing 
numbers of students graduat- 
ing from high schools, and 
predictions that university en- 
rolment would continue 1o rise 
with demographic changes un- 
til 1983. 

"Uncertainty about aid 
changes, and employment 
prospects upon graduation are 
all to blame," according to OFS 
spokesperson Allan Golom- 
beck. He also cited high 



student and unemployment last 
summer and recent tuition fee 
increases for the reduced ac- 
cess, and so lower participa- 
tion rate in education for young 
people between 18 and 24. 

"It's not the demography, 
and there's no less incentive for 
students from high school to 
go to school — except the 
heavy burden of education 
costs," Golombeck said. 

He pointed out that this will 
mean the second consecutive 
year that enrolments will drop. 
Full-time enrolment decreased 
by 2.4 per cent at Ontario 
universities, this year, and a 
large part of this figure resulted 
from a drop in visa student 
applications after differential 
fees were introduced for in- 
ternational students in the pro- 
vince. 

"There was a massive drop In 



the number of foreign students 
— most Institutions reported a 
25 to 30 per cent decrease this 
year," the OFS official said. 

Applications at Trent Univer- 
sity dropped by 27 per cent; 
Brock and Ottawa 15; Windsor 
12; McMasterand Guelph 10; 
York 8.8; Laurentian 8; Wa- 
terloo?^; Carleton7; Toronto, 
Queen's and Western 6 and 
Lakehead 5. 

Only Wilfred Laurier Uni- 
versity in Kitchener-Waterloo 
reported an Increase In appli- 
cations. 

McGIII has also witnessed a 
decrease in both Canadian and 
foreign enrolments this year. 
An even more substantial de- 
crease in foreign student enrol- 
ment is expected next year 
because of the implementation 
of differential fees next Janu- 
ary.

the council constitution com- 
mittee, said that it was impor- 
tant that the Gazette become 
autonomous. "As publishers 
we have too much power. Our 
financial control allows us the 
ability to close down the paper. 
It's not a good situation when 
the student press is controlled 
by their council," he said. 

Valerie Mansour, editor of 
the paper, said "As a student 
press we have to critically 
assess what council is doing 
and this cannot be done 
properly if they are our pub- 
lishers. Having financial con- 
trol also means they have 
editorial control. For instance, if 
the Gazette, for moral reasons, 
wants to boycott certain 

advertising, council might in- 
terfere for what they consider 
to be solely financial reasons." 

Ken Dodd, the former Atlan- 
tic fieldworker for Canadian 
University Press who drew up 
the new constitution, pointed 
out that the Gazette publishing 
board will have direct student 
participation. "With four stu- 
dents elected at large, a 
member from the Gazette and 
council, as well as a lawyer, a 
member of the local media and 
a faculty member, you can be 
assured the Gazette will be 
responsibly run." 

Should the March 15 refer- 
endum be approved by Dal- 
housie students, the Gazette 
would receive a direct levy of $5 
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per student, rather than receiv- 
ing its budget from the coun- 
cil's $51 student fee. Dalhgusie 
students presently contribute 
about $3.50 towards the paper. 

"The extra expense is costs 
which incur when we become a 
separate society," said Man- 
sour. "We'll be paying for a lot 
of things that are presently 
coming out of the Council 
budget, but not directly attri- 
buted to the Gazette. We'll now 
be paying for things like 
typewriter repair, and auditor's 
fees." 

The Gazette is currently con- 
ducting a poster and pamphlet 
campaign to encourage stu- 
dents to vote for independence. 

Other student newspapers in 
Canada are heading toward 
autonomy similar to that of the 
Gazette. The University of 
Calgary newspaper, The Gaunt- 
let, has obtained autonomy 
from the- student association 
and is planning to incorporate. 

The Daily will finally secure a 
neutral body as its publisher, if 
students vote for constitutional 
changes in the referendum. In 
the past. the Students' Council 
was the Daily's publisher and is 
also one ol the paper's main 
sources of news. This situation 
has led to conflicts between the 
two organizations. 
- The new Publications Board, 
which will grant and administer 
the Daily budget, is a less 
sophisticated setup than incor-

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Police raid gay paper

"What does happen some- 
. times In the gay community Is 
there are loving relationships 
between older men and young- 
er boys. And we shouldn't 
deplore those automatically 
and unthinkingly. Let's take a 
. look at what actually happens." 

The speaker Is Gerald Han- 
non, a member of the collective 
which publishes Body Politic, a 
Toronto-based gay rights 
newspaper. 

And his attempt in the 
paper's December-January is- 
sue to describe what happens 
in those relationships In an 
article called "Men Loving Boys 
Loving Men," has resulted in a 
police raid on the newspaper's 
offices and obscenity charges 
against himself, two other 
collective members and Pink 
Triangle Press, which pub- 
lishes Body Politic. The trial 
has been set for June 26. 

During the December 30 raid, 
police seized 12 cartons of 
material, Including the news- 
paper's subscription lists, 
manuscripts, letters to the 
editor, and advertising and 
business records. Collective 
members say the police raid, 
ostensibly to gather evidence 
for obscenity charges, was 
actually intended to close down 
the newspaper. 

"The decision to run the 
article was not taken lightly nor 
without debate In the collec- 
tive," says a lengthy preface to 
Hannon's article. "We have had 
it on hand, typeset and laid out, 
for nearly six months, but we 
have hesitated, sensitive to the 
feeling that 'the climate was 
not right' after the anti-gay 
media barrage which followed 
Emanuel Jaques' death in Aug- 
ust." 

But, as Hannon said in a 
recent interview, "If we were 
going to wait for the time until 
this issue could be discussed 
without any flak at all, we may 
as well have filed It away for 
good." 

Five years ago, Hannon 
wrote one of his first articles 
for Body Politic, called "Of men 
and little boys." Although 
Toronto dailies editorialized 
against the article and the 
Globe and Mall urged that 
criminal charges be laid, no 
action was taken.

"That article was much shor- 
ter, much less specific," says 
'Hannon. "But also, both the 
paper and the movement were 
much smaller then and not as 
much of a threat. There was no 
need to slap it down. 

"Now, they feel threatened 
by the strength which the gay 
movement has gathered. They 
claim that what the gay move- 
ment really wants Is their kids. I 
think the article probably did 
provide them with an opportun- 
ity they were waiting for." 

Ed Jackson, another member 
of the newspaper collective, 
adds: "This attack on children 
Is the very basis of the 
problem. All the time, this is' 
how they attack us;" 

Jackson points to the media 
coverage anti-gay crusader Ani- 
ta Bryant has drawn since she 
began the "Save our children" 
campaign In Dade' County, 
Florida. "Constantly, the pa- 
pers in Dade County would 
dredge up these stories, some- 
times as old as two years, 
about a boy scout leader 
diddling a little boy. They were 
always treated sensationally. It 
was all sort of Jammed to- 
gether. 

"We felt we had to begin to 
educate gay people about some 
of these mysteries. Paedophilia 
is one of them, it's one aspect 
of It. If we are going to be 
accused of being child moles- 
ters, we should know some- 
thing about people who actual- 
ly are Involved with children In 
some way." 

Hannon and. Jackson say 
they don't understand the hys- 
teria which is attempting to 
brand all gay people as poten- 
tial child molesters and which 
wants to keep them away from 
all contact with children. Nor 
will they accept the liberal view 
that homosexuality Is natural 
enough that gay people should 



have some rights, but not 
natural enough that those 
rights should include teaching 
children in the schools. 

"The fear Is that you take 
someone who Isn't gay and 
hasn't the slightest desire to 
be, you coerce them and 
manipulate them Into being a 
homosexual. That probably Is 
impossible. But even if It were 
possible it must be put in 
context, which is that almost 
all homosexuals come out of 
families where they were mani- 
pulated and coerced into being 
heterosexuals." 

But do Hannon' and Jackson 
think there is a rational concern 
behind the complaints by peo- 
ple who object to gay people 
teaching their children? When v 
and how is it decided whether a 
kid Is going to be homosexual 
or heterosexual? 

"Well, when did you decide?" 
asks Hannon. "You can answer 
that as easily as I can. If you 
looked back, would you say it 
was the little boy next door? Or 
your older brother when he 
gave you a bath?" 

Jackson adds: "It can't be 
attributed to any single thing. 
The thing is there hasn't been 
that much scientific study on 
sexual orientation. And the 
studies tend to make an 
assumption that one is right

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Referendum explained 
To the Daily: 

Students' Council has re- 
cently passed a series of 
amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the Students' Society. 
According to the Constitution, 
these amendments must be 
approved by a majority of 
' McGill students voting in a 
referendum, if the amendments 
are to go into effect. I would 
like to briefly outline the main 
features of the amendments. 

1) The President, Vice-presi- 
dent (Internal Affairs) and Vice- 
president (External Affairs) will 
be elected by all McGill stu- 
dents. At the present time they 
are elected by Students' Coun- 
cil. 

2) The two other members of 
the Executive, the Vice-presi- 
dent (Finance) and the Vice- 
president (University Affairs) 
will continue to be elected by 
the Council. 

3) There will be Increased 
representation on Council for 
faculties with over 2000 stu- 
dents. 

4) Two new positions will be 
created; an Ombudsman of the 
Students' Society and a Speak- 
er of Students' Council. 

5) A Publications Board will 
be created to govern relations 
between the Students' Society, 
and the McGill Daily. Council, 
In passing the Publications 
Board amendment, accepted in 
full the report of the Ad Hoc 
Publications Committee, in 
which representatives of both 
Council and the McGill Daily 
participated. 

6) An amendment to the 
Constitution will require a 3/4 
affirmative vote of those Coun- 
cillors present, with a quorum 
of 2/3. At the present time, a 
3/4 vote of all Councillors Is 
required, making - any amend- 
ment to the Constitution a near- 
impossibility, as Council re- 
cently discovered. 

The Constitutional referen- 
dum Is being run in conjunction 
with elections in each faculty. 
When you vote in your faculty 
election, please take the time 
to vote in the referendum as 
well. Copies of the amend- 
ments and the current Consti- 
tution will be available where 
you vote. The amendments, If 
passed by the students, must 
be ratified by the University 
Senate. Therefore, a good 
response by students will help 
to insure that Senate does not 
tamper with the amendment 
package. • 

These amendments are ne- 
cessary due to the faults and 
ambiguities of the current 
Constitution. I- am confident 
that if put into effect, these 
changes could put an end to 
the preoccupation with amend- 
ing the Constitution that has 
plagued the Students' Society 
in recent years, and allow the 
Society to deal with more 
important issues and prob- 
lems.

The 28th Middle East War 
at McGill 
To the Dally: 

On February 16, the Cana- ' 
dian. Communist League held 
an open meeting in the Union 
Ballroom, on the Palestinian 
Issue. Motivated solely by my 
interest in the Middle East, I 
made my way "to the meeting, 
where I was prevented from 
entering by a CCL version of 
movable wall units, 3-4 deep. 
CCL members Informed me 
that I was a Zionist, and that I 
was not a "friend of the 
Palestinian people". On this 
pretext, I was not allowed into 
the room to "disrupt the 
meeting". — 

I was Impressed by the 
power of Imagination these 
people possessed; to read into 
my face a non-existent ill-will 
towards the Palestinian people. 
(In retrospect, my obviously 
Zionist construction boots 
must have been a giveaway. My 
millitant brown scarf probably 
exposed my "disruptive inten- 
tions".) Being sensible, I didn't 
try to ram through 8 cubic yards 
of animal matter. Other "ene- 
mies of the Palestinian people" 
also failed' to discover latent 
masochistic tendencies in 
themselves and did not try to 
force their way in. 

We appealed to the building 
manager, who tried to uphold 
basic democratic principles by 
telling the organizers that the 
meeting would be disbanded if 
any students were barred from 
attending. The Students' So- 
ciety stepped in, however, not 
to defend student rights, but to 
go over the head of the 
manager and allow the assem- 
bly to continue. 

But I had no fear! The Daily 
reporters (who were on the 
scene) would surely stand up 
for my rights to attend an open 
meeting. I fully expected them 
to condemn the CCL's abuse of 
University principle in their 
next issue. I am still waiting. . . 

I never doubted that the 
Students' Society would not let 
this flagrant violation of McGill 
Students' rights continue. The 
Society knows that all students 
pay for the maintenance of the 
Union, and that denying en- 
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trance to an open meeting at 
the University is both illegal 
and contrary to the spirit of free 
intellectual discussion. 

We all expect the Commun- 
ists to use Nazi tactics and 
propaganda at the intelligence 
level of a billiard ball. We 
understand that it is in the 
name of freedom that organiza- 
tions openly supporting terror 
do their work on campus with 
the blessing of the Students' 
Society and the Administra- 
tion. The McGill Communists 
openly support bombings of 
universities, poisoning children 
by Jnjectlon of. Mercury into 
oranges, blowing up,children in 
schools and schoolbuses, mur- 
dering athletes at the Olympic 
Games, bombing restaurants, 
highjacklngs. . . The list Is 
endless, and the commentary 
attached by the Communists 
leaves no doubt but that they 
applaud and encourage terror- 
ism. I find this repugnant and I 
question the wisdom of our 
j representatives and Adminis- 
tration in permitting active 
support of terrorist organiza- 
tions on a University campus. 
Furthermore, I object to my 
fees being used to maintain 
facilities which are at the 
disposal of an organization 
which uses goons to .prevent 
students from participating in 
open meetings, and to a 
student paper which does not 
give priority to exposing viola- 
tion of student rights.

We can sympathize with the 
groups of people who were 
unnecessarily barred from the 
CCL 'open' meeting of February 
16. However, discrimination 
against students on the 
grounds of ethnic origin, Ideo- 
logy or political belief Is not a 
standing policy of the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

The Incident of February 16 
was caused by the decision of a 
staff member of the Students' 
Society to avoid a confronta- 
tion between two opposing 
political groups, such as the 
Incident which occurred at 
Dawson College only the week 
before. 

Without taking sides In the 
on-going Middle East conflicts, 



there are a few points which 
you neglected in your account 
of the event. 

1) Dally reporter David Glass 
approached the CCL "goons" 
and stated "I am a Jew and a 
Zionist. May I go In?" He was 
permitted entrance immediate- 
ly. 

2) The CCL claimed that 3 of the 
people who called themselves 
Zionists, were the same people 
who had considerably dis- 
rupted a similar meeting the 
week before at 'Dawson Col- 
lege. 

The two Daily reporters, 
Jennifer Robinson and' David 
Glass, saw the incident as one 
of the many between 'these two 
groups. There was antagonism 
on both sides causing more 
and more defenslveness, thus 
Increasing aggressivity on both 
sides. 

Although we abhor discrim- 
ination, the Students' Society 
staff member's decision 
seemed to be the right one to 
avoid a major confrontation. 
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There hasn't been that much scientific study on sexual orientation. 
And the studies tend to make an assumption that one Is right and one 
is wrong and the studies focus on what went wrong.

and one is wrong and the 
studies focus on what went 
wrong. 

• "Some studies have deter- 
mined that sexual orientation is 
determined by age four. I think 
they're more valid than others. 
There's this tremendously am- 
biguous period where you're 
quivering on the brink; if 
there's a strong Influence you'll 
go one way or the other. And 
you're constantly reinforced 
with heterosexuality, of course. 
People are coerced into being 
heterosexual, if anything." 

Harmon's article, and the 
way he described relationships 
between men and boys In it has 
drawn a variety of critical 
responses, not only from mor- 
ally outraged newspaper col- 
umnists and editorial writers. 

Many feminists complain 
that the article, by taking a 
sympathetic approach to rela- 
tionships between men and 
boys, attempts to prpvide am- 
munition for the National Gay 
Rights Coalition stand that age 
of consent laws should be 
abolished — a stand which 
many feminists oppose. 

"Certainly elements within 
the feminist community were 
upset by the article," says 
HannonV We haven't held a 
dialogue with them... I think 
it's probably going to come; It 
just, hasn't come yet... I 
understand their opposition is 
based In a belief that it is 
impossible to have a non-coer- 
cive relationship between an 
older person and a younger 
person." 



Jackson adds: "I don't see 
why abolition of age of consent 
laws would protect women, 
from rape~." He says that 
although age laws should be 
abolished, there should be laws 
applying to force in relations 
between people. 

Hannon doesn't agree with 
another criticism of his article: 
that it looks only at positive, 
non-coercive relationships be- 
tween men and boys. He says 
that to examie coercive rela- 
tionships would be "like dis- 
cussing heterosexual relation- 
ships and discussing rape. I 
don't want to look at those 
ones — they'reappallingtome. I 
want to look at the ones that 
haven't been discussed." 

Jackson says that criticism 
of the article will spur discus- 
sion rather than division. 
"Those are all things that we 
have to discuss. We know the 
article has got people talking." 

But Hannon and Jackson 
admit that discussion of the 
article has been superseded by 
the obscenity charges and the 
police raid — discussion for 
the time is focusing on the 
newspaper's right to print the 
article rather than the content 
of the article or the topics it 
dealt with. 

"Freedom of the press Is the 
major Issue at the moment," 
says Jackson. 

The most violent, hysterical 
responses to the article and the 
newspaper have appeared in 
the pages of Toronto newspa- 
pers. 

Toronto Sun columnist Claire 
Hoy was the first to publicly 
condemn the article. He wrote 
about "this filthy garbage, not. 



only sick but criminal," in a 
Dec. 22 column that said In 
part: "How sick can these 
people get, these homosexual 
activists who whine that socie- 
ty picks on them, and all they 
want is equality? Equality to do 
what? Equality to little kids, to 
poison our children's minds, to 
get into the schools and recruit 
kids while they're young and 
Impressionable." 

In another column that ap- 
peared Dec. 25, Hoy terms the 
newspaper collective's concern 
in its preface to Hannon's 
article that gay people are 
being painted as child moles- 
ters "a declaration of war by the 
homosexual radicals, a clear, 
published statement that what 
they really want is free access 
to our children, yours and 
mine." 

He adds: "But they are sick. 
They'are not content to do what 
they do to each other in private, 
among consenting adults. They 
want to spread the word, to 
convert the kids to homosex- 
uality." 

The Sun followed up Hoy's 
campaign with a Dec. 27 
editorial headlined "Bawdy pol- 
itic" which described Hannon's 
article as "encouraging homo- 
sexuals to seduce children," 
said that " 'decent' homosexu- 
als may be upset at the 
allegations, yet it Is hard. to 
deny the reality," and con- 
cluded that "maybe, indeed, 
Toronto needs an Anita Bryant 
to put priorities right and to 
rout the moral plague." 

Jackson says that Hoy "real- 
ly was responsible for the 
hysteria" that led to the ob- 
scenity charges being laid. And 
he adds: "The. Sun has been 
the most overt in trying to drive 
a wedge between radical homo- 
sexuals and 'decent' homo- 
sexuals." 

Hannon says that the at- 
tempt to split the gay commun- 
ity as a result of the article has 
worked to some extent: news- 
papers have been publishing 
letters from people who ident- 
ify themselves as gay, and 
quickly add that "it's not us, It's 
not me, it's them" who are 
"child molesters." 

But Hannoh and Jackson add 
that an appeal fund launched to 
defray the newspaper's legal 
costs is gaining considerable 
support, and that many people 
are realizing that the police raid 
— which seized the newspap- 
er's subscription lists among 
other documents — and subse- 
quent charges are directed not 
only at the article itself but at 
the Body Pontic's continued 
existence and gay people gen- 
erally. 

Jackson adds: "What can 
you say about The Sun? Its very 
basic purpose is to help close a 
paper like this one and It's 
doing Its best. Congratulate 
them on this) 

"The broadcast media have 
tended to be rather better. Most 
media tend to underemphasize 
what we have to say on the 
issue, and tend to report more 
the bare-bone facts. (Writers 
Pierre Berton and Charles Tem- 
pleton, appearing on a televi- 



sion program, were outraged — 
they felt that if this had 
happened to any other paper in 
the city every 10-speed liberal 
would have been on their high 
horse about freedom of the 
press.)" 

Jackson agrees that the lack 
of actual hostility In most of 
the liberal media toward the 
article and the newspaper is a 
step in the right direction, but 
adds "it's still annihilation by 
silence." 

He notes that there has been 
no mention in the media linking 
the. timing of the raid and 
charges with the effort In 
several provinces to have peo- 
ple protected in human rights 
codes against discrimination 
on grounds of sexual orienta- 
tion. 

In December, Quebec's na- 
tional assembly agreed to 
include sexual orientation In its 
human rights charter after a 
recommendation from the pro- 
vincial human rights commis- 
sion. 

But a similar- recommenda- 
tion from the Ontario human 
rights commission for Inclu- 



sion of sexual orientation in 
that province's code Is ex- 
pected to be defeated, and 
Hannon and Jackson say they 
expect the government to use 
the Body Politic controversy as 
an excuse. "We know the 
government doesn't want sex- 
ual orientation in the human 
rights code. Now It looks like 
they'll try and pin the Body 
Politic as the scapegoat when 
the motion is defeated." 

And Jackson- notes that 
although commercial newspa- 
per photographers have turned 
the Body Pontic's office into 
"one of the most-photographed 
newspaper offices In the coun- 
try right., now," not a single 
photo has appeared. in print. He 
speculates the reason is that 
newspapers haven't found that 
the people in the office actually 
resemble the stereotyped chlld- 
molester. 

Hannon says that although 
the loss of material taken 
during the police raid has made 
the business operations of the 
paper "very difficult," the 
newspaper will continue pub- 
lishing.

Some Helpful Hints 

The effectiveness of a prophylactic, 
whether for birth control or to help prevent 
venereal disease, is dependent in large 






measure upon the way in 
which it is used and disposed 
of. Here are a few simple 
suggestions that you may 
find helpful 

Packaging 

First of ali, 
there's the matter 
of packaging. \ 
Skin prophylactics are now pack- 
aged premoistened in sealed 
aluminum foil pouches to keep them 
fresh, dependable and ready for 
use. Latex rubber prophylactics are 
usually packaged in sealed 
plasticized paper pouches or 
aluminum foil. 
All of these prophylactics, at 
least those marketed by reputable 
firms, are tested electronically 
and by other methods to make 
sure tHey are free of defects. 
Prophylactics are handled very 
carefully during the packaging 
operation to make sure they are 

not damaged in any way.

Prophylactic Shapes 
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Storage and Handling 

It is equally important that you store and 
handle them carefully after you buy them, 
if you expect best results and dependability. 
For example, don't carry them around in 
your wallet in your back pocket and sit on them 
from time to time. This can damage them 
and make them worthless>Next is the matter 
of opening the package. It's best to tear the 
paper or foil along one edge so that the simple 
act of tearing doesn't cause a pinhole. And 
of course, one should be particularly careful of 
sharp fingernails whenever handling the 
prophylactic. 

PuttingThemOn 

The condom, or prophylactic, should be put 
on before there is any contact between the 
penis and the vaginal area.This is important, 
as it is possible for small amounts of semen 
to escape from the penis even before orgasm. 

Unroll the prophylactic gently onto the C 
erect penis, leaving about a half of an inch pro- 
jecting beyond the tip of the penis to receive / 
the male fluid (semen). This is more easily " 
judged with those prophylactics that have a 
reservoir end. The space left at the end or 
the reservoir, should be squeezed while unroll- 
ing, so that air is not trapped in the closed end. 

As mentioned earlier, you may wish to 
apply a suitable lubricant either to the vaginal 
entrance or to the outside surface of the 
prophylactic, or both, to make entry easier and 
to lessen any risk of the prophylactic tearing. 



TakingThem Off 

When sexual relations are 
completed, withdraw the penis while 
the erection is still present, hold- 
ing the rim of the prophylactic until 
withdrawal is complete, so as to 
stop any escape of semen from the 
prophylactic as well as to stop it 
from slipping off. Remove the pro- 
phylactic and, as an added precaution, use 
soap and water to wash the hands, penis and 
surrounding area and also the vaginal area 
to help destroy any traces of sperm or germs.
